Chief Justice Warren, of the Supreme Court, said that some 
thoughtful persons had begun to wonder "whether ratification 
of the Bill of Rights could be obtained today if we were faced 
squarely with the iscue.” He thought It could, but was not "pre­ 
pared to dispute with those who believe the Issue would provoke 
great controversy.” 
What we need is a clear understanding of 
the Bill of Rights. It confers no powers on 
Government. Actually, It is a Bill of Restric­ 
tions on powers granted when the Constitu­ 
tion was adopted; and we should insist upon 
Government adhering to its concepts as rigid­ 
ly ms a locomotive clings to its rails. 
That document's Tenth Amendment ststes: 
"The powers not delegated to the United 
States (meaning the Federal Government) by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by It to the 
flutes, (meaning that the flutes.are to m ain 
their own Constitutional powers) are reserved 
to the States respectively, or to the people." 
These people ere the taxpeyen, consumers and voters. 
Under the Sixteenth Amendment, Government can seize our 
pay cheeks — without restriction. 
Unless this power is limited, Socialism is inevlUble. With 
oontrol of the taxing power, Socialism is impossible. 
Neighbor, let’s have the fortitude to INSIST on a Bill of 
Restrict ions on the powers of Government — as the Bill of 
Rights was intended to be — AND STAY WITH IT UNTIL WE

Chief Justice Warren, of the Supreme Court, said that some 
thoughtful persona had begun to wonder “whether ratification 
of the 
Bill of Right! could be obtained today lf we were faced 
aqua rely with the iasue.” He thought it could, but wa* not “pre­ 
pared to dispute with those who believe the issue would provoke 
great controversy.” 
W’hat we need is a clear understanding of 
the Bill of Rights. It confers no powers on 
Govsmment. Actually, it is a Bill of Restric­ 
tions on powers granted when the Constitu­ 
tion was adopted; and we should insist upon 
Government adhering to its concepts ss rigid­ 
ly as a locomotive clings to its rails. 
That document's Tenth Amendment states: 
'The powers not delegated to the United 
States (meaning the Federal Government) by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by It to the 
States, (meaning that the S tate*are to retain 
their own Constitutional powers) are reserved 
to the States respectively, or to the people." 
These people are the taxpayers, consumers and voters. 
Under the Sixteenth Amendment, Government can seize our 
pay checks — without restriction. 
Unless this power Is limited. Socialism is inevitable. With 
control of the taxing power, Socialism is impossible.

UNRECONSTRUCTED AGGRESSOR 
China’s Co mmunist leaders must at times 
feel great anno y ance at the “ sweetness and 
light” ’ campaign being co nducted by their 
Red brethren in Mo sco w'. Fo r it puts the 
Chinese in an embarrassing spo tlight as the 
wo rld’s principal unreco nstructed aggres­ 
so rs. 
To be sure, the Chinese Reds are mak­ 
ing “ gestures o f go o d will” by releasing 
American civ ilians they nev er sho uld hav e 
held priso ner in the first place. But they 
hav e no t really altered their basic o utlo o k 
o n the Asian situatio n. 
There is a v ery simple reaso n. Unlike the 
Russians facing Western Euro pe, the Co m­ 
munists in China believ e they still hav e a 
military adv antage in Asia, at least in lim­ 
ited secto rs. They imagine they can mo v e 
in these areas witho ut really effectiv e re­ 
sistance. 
They pro fess willingness, o f co urse, to 
seek strictly po litical so lutio ns o f their 
claims to Matsu and Quemo y o ff the Chi­ 
nese mainland, and to Fo rmo sa 100 miles 
distant But the o nly specific pro po sals 
they are likely to make are fo r a co mplete 
y ielding by the Natio nalist Chinese. 
Fo rmo sa they understand they canno t 
attack witho ut pro v o king the United States 
to war. But they get pretty to ugh when 
they mentio n the o ffsho re islands, fo r they 
are sure they hav e the fo rce to make go o d 
their claims if all else fails. 
Furthermo re, in the v ital Indo china sec­ 
to r o f So utheast Asia, they sense a so ft 
co nditio n amo ng anti-Co mmunist elements. 
They are co nfident, again, that the right 
kind o f help—whether subv ersiv e tactics 
o r surreptitio us military assistance—can be 
made to pay o ff by widening the zo ne o f 
Co mmunist co ntro l. 
Co nfidence bo m o f such co nv ictio ns as 
these do es no t make the leaders o f Peiping 
easily amenable to the quiet tactics o f the 
co uncil table. They are a pretty swagger­ 
ing lo t And they do n’t want to lay do wn 
the bludgeo n so lo ng as they think it might 
wo rk fo r them. 
But their bro thers at the o ther end o f 
the Red ax is are making it difficult. If the 
So v iet campaign go es much farther, the 
Chinese may be fo rced in spite o f them­ 
selv es to seek a genuinely so fter line. Fo r 
the alternativ e might be to alienate seri­ 
o usly the millio ns o f fence-sitting Asians 
who se cause they pro fess to champio n. 
It’s a little Rard to sell ev en a small 
“ just” war when* ev ery bo dy else is fo r 
peace. 


WEATHER IN THE MAKING 
Australia is abo ut to launch a series o f 
ex periments to increase its rainfall. It is 
planning to seed clo uds abo v e the water­ 
shed o f its giant new Sno wy Mo untains 
po wer pro ject with Silv er io dide. If this 
metho d wo rks, the eco no mic co nsequence 
will be that rain can be pro duced at co m­ 
parativ ely lo w co st. Preliminary results 
will be kno wn in six mo nths. 
Pro ducing rain by clo ud-seeding has been 
tried successfully in the United States. But 
hereto fo re indiv idual do uds were seeded. 
This is impractical fo r pro ducing rain o v er 
a large area because the co st o f indiv idually 
treating a large number o f clo uds is to o 
high. 
If the Australian metho d wo rks may be 
meteo ro lo gists will turn their attentio n to 
making pleasant weather the y ear ro und. 
It wo uld be nice if they co uld find a metho d 
fo r sealing up do uds so that rain wo uld 
no t fall during weekends. After they learn 
ho w to make rain, may be they ’ll try to fig­ 
ure o ut ho w to pro duce sunshine. 
On seco nd tho ught, Ex cept fo r helping 
farmers and industry perhaps it wo uld be 
better if scientists co uld no t churn o ut 
weather to o easily . It’s rather futile to 
argue with nature, but imagine the hulla­ 
balo o if the weatherman were to mix o r­ 
ders and giv e Mrs. J o nes the weather o r­ 
dered by Mrs. Bro wn.

J OHN MARSHALL’S ANNIVERSARY 
The celebration of the 200th Anniversary 
of the birth of John Marshall (born Septer>ber 
24, 1755) this year ought to focus attention upon 
the peculiar role which the Supreme Court plays 
in the governmental structure of the United 
States. No other country possesses a similar in­ 
stitution. No court in Great Britain, for instance, 
can declare an act of Parliament unconstitu­ 
tional, although Parliament can and does place 
restraints upon the monarch. 
The nature of the Supreme Court, as defined 
in the Constitution and as it developed over the 
years, is a product of our Federal system and the 
historic fact that each state is sovereign by its 
own right. Former Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes states this in most cogent language; 
“. . . The proposed Federal government was 
of necessity, in view of the ex istence of the 
States and of the sentiment which supported 
them as autonomous within their spheres, to be 
one of limited powers . . .” 
Obviously an arbiter, an umpire, had to be 
established to protect each state in its rights and 
at the same time to prevent the Federal govern­ 
ment from collapsing from want of authority. 
There was great difference of opinion among the 
Founding Fathers as to how much power was to 
be delegated to the Federal government. Those 
who followed the ideas of Alex ander Hamilton, 
James Madison and John Jay favored a powerful 
Federal government; those who followed the 
judgment of Thomas Jefferson supported the 
idea of a weak Federal government with consid­ 
erable emphasis on states* rights. 
Hamilton, in “The Federalist,” described the 
Supreme Court, as it appeared in the Constitu­ 
tion, as follows: 
“. . . The judiciary, on the contrary, has no 
influence over either the sword or the purse; no 
direction either of the strength or of the wealth 
of the society; and can take no active resolution 
whatever. It may truly be said to have neither 
force nor will, but merely judgment; and must 
ultimately depend upon the aid of the ex ecutive 
arm even for the efficacy of its judgments. 
“This simple view of the m atter suggests sev­ 
eral important consequences. It proves incon­ 
testably, that the judiciary is beyond comparison 
the weakest of the three departments of power; 
that it can never attack with success either of 
the other two; and that all possible care is re­ 
quisite to enable it to defend itself against their 
attacks. . .” 
Hamilton wanted the Court to be more ef­ 
fective and stronger than the Constitution made 
it. That task fell to John Marshall who accom­ 
plished it by a series of fundamental decisions. In 
these days the Supreme Court is ex traordinarily 
powerful; it ex ercises a power over both the 
ex ecutive and the legislative branches of gov­ 
ernment by a veto power, not stipulated in the 
Constitution but developed in the decisions of 
John Marshall, the acceptance of which by the 
people has given the Court a moral force of 
ex traordinary dimensions. 
John Marshall was the third Chief Justice of 
the United States, the first being John Jay. 
(Rutledge was not confirmed.) Marshall served 
from 18 01 to 18 35 which gave him a long tenure 
during the formative years of our history. Mar­ 
shall was a believer in strong Federal govern­ 
ment, differing from his cousin, Thomas Jeffer­ 
son. who starting as his political opponent be­ 
came his personal enemy. 
It was the Supreme Court, under the leader­ 
ship of John Marshall, rather than the Constitu­ 
tion itself, which established the great powers 
of the Federal government. It was in Marbury 
vs. Madison that John Marshall leading the en­ 
tire Court laid down a rule, not ex plicitly stated 
in the Constitution, that the Supreme Court had 
the power to declare an Act of Congress null 
and void on constitutional grounds. Marshall did 
not establish a basis in law or in precedent; he 
rather argued that as the Constitution is the su­ 
preme law of the land, whatever is repugnant to 
the Constitution must he null and void and that 


i there must be an agency of government with 
; power so to declare. 
He said: “. . . the particular phraseology of 
'the Constitution of the United States confirms 
and strengthens the principle, supposed to be es­ 
sential to all written constitutions, that a law 
repugnant to the constitution is void, and that 
courts, as well as other departments, are bound 
by that instrument.” From that day to this, the 
Court has so held and the people have upheld the 
Court in that interpretation of the power of the

GIRL WITH RHEUMATIC HEART DISEASE 
In an ex tremely encouraging address given by 
Dr. Harold N. Segall of Montreal at the Industrial 
Medicine Conference, entitled Rehabilitation of 
the Cardiac Patient in Industry and in the Home, 
we read that the career of a girl with rheumatic 
heart disease and marked narrowing of one of the 
valves in the heart involves consideration of her 
fitness for marriage and motherhood. The plans 
for life of such a girl are drawn on the assump­ 
tion that she will live the normal span or very 
little less. From the statistics it has been found 
that such young women remain free of symptoms 
of a disabling degree until they reach the early 
thirties. This appears to be true no m atter what 
kind of work they do and not uncommonly goOd 
tennis players are found among them. Conges­ 
tion of the heart with swelling of the lower limbs 
tends to appear in the forties or early fifties. 
Modem methods of treatment, especially with the 
drugs which drive excess fluid out of the tissues 
and so reduce swelling, greatly reduce the degree 
of illness and prolong life at this stage which may 
continue well into the six ties or seventies. 
Dr. Segall says that he would give such a girl 
the following advice: “Young lady, one of the 
four valves in your heart is narrowed. This sounds 
very bad but it is not as bad as it sounds. The 
body has wonderful powers of adjustment and 
your body is making the necessary corrective ad­ 
justments. You know this because you now feel 
well. And now is a good time to plan your career 
so as to conserve and prolong this sense of well­ 
being. You will be well advised to marry at a 
young age, close to about 20. Until about 30 or 35 
your strength will be at its best. By having your 
children, usually two, in the first years of mar­ 
riage, you make good use of your best years to 
rear them. Dien when they can do things for 
themselves and also for you, the adjustments 
which you may have to make in your thirties, 
because you will tend to feel tired more readily 
than before, can be achieved easily and grace­ 
fully. Moreover, the life of a wife and mother is 
a better one for you than that of a career girl in 
one of the professions or in business. At home 
you can do your work at your own speed and 
take rests whenever you please. At work you must 
punch a clock and conform to rules which are 
made for stronger members of the group.” 
Although modem surgical techniques on cor­ 
recting defects of the heart valves are becoming 
increasingly successtul. Dr. Segall believes that in 
such cases as the above girl, operation might be 
indicated in her early thirties but not until then 
because even in its present form, the operation 
involves no greater risk at between 30 and 35 
than under 30 years of age.

Tobust health at the age of sixty- 
four talk about getting old and 
how they might not be able to 
accept responsibility in

the age of seventy. Yet Ike has 
made several refernces to this 
without amplification. 
With the knowelge that Win­ 
ston Churchill went back to the 
post of prime minister in his 
late 70s and that Adenauer is 
functioning as chancellor though 
eighty, it is hardly plausible that 
Ike, at six ty-four, would have 
talked publicly about his own 
health as a possible barrier if he 
had not been mindful of his pre­ 
vious experience with what he 
was told were digestive illnesses. 
With a secret like that on his 
conscience, he naturally would 
want the people to know about 
it before they considered him for 
a second term. 
But now that the heart attack 
of last weekend has been given 
the widest publicity, the basic 
question is out of Ike’s hands 
and off his mind. Do the people 
want him for a second term de­ 
spite what they know about his 
health? It is for the people to 
answer. 
SEN. BARKLEY ran for office 
in Kentucky at the age of sev­ 
enty-six after leaving the vice 
presidency. His age was an issue 
in the campaign but it didn’t 
prevent his victory at the polls. 
Sen. Green of Rhode Island, 
Democrat, 
now 
eighty-seven, 
won relection only last year. Age 
was also an issue in that cam­ 
paign. 
If the ticket were Eisenhower 
and Nixon—and up to the time 
of the President’s illness this 
was accepted as the probable 
slate and the commentators gen­ 
erally were saying it would be a 
winner — then 
the 
electorate 
would be in somewhat the same 
position anyhow but with the 
added knowledge it has now 
about 
the 
President’s 
health. 
The voters would know that, in 
the event anything happened to 
Mr. Eisenhower during a second 
term, his successor would be 
Richard Nixon. 
If they were 
willing to accept that setup be­ 


fore the illness—as the public- 
opinion surveys showed—it will 
be asked why they wouldn’t ac­ 
cept it now? 
THE APPRAISAL must then 
turn on what effect the aware­ 
ness of the President’s heart 
condition would have on the vot­ 
ers. Would they preferably vote 
for 
a robust 
Democrat who 
might “rock the boat” and bring 
on a depression by a reckless 
attitude toward business? 
Or 
would they favor continuance of 
Ike even with a heart condition 
that might, if it took a fateful 
turn, bring Nixon into the White 
House to continue the Eisen­

The 
chances 
are that personalities would not 
in those circumstances influence 
the voters as much as would the 
assurance of a continuity of the 
Republican administration which 
had brought them peace and 
prosperity. 
There remains the other ques­ 
tion: would Ike himself consent 
to run and wouldn’t tile mem­ 
bers of his family strongly urge 
him to retire? But would he be 
happy to go into retirement ? 
Would the psychological effect of 
this on an active man be harm­ 
ful? 
The decision most certainly 
will be made by Ike himself. He 
is a soldier. All his life he has 
obeyed the call of duty. A sol­ 
dier who volunteers to go to war 
and face death leaves behind as 
a rule a much younger family 
than Ike has, but he goes never­ 
theless and takes the risks be­ 
cause of a sense of duty. 
AND WHO is to say that the 
situation today is any different? 
More perilous than any “hot 
war” in history is the “cold war” 
of today and the duty of any 
man is to make any sacrifice he 
can to try to prevent the “cold 
war” from becoming a nuclear 
war. 
The American people want to 
have the benefit of Ike’s mind 
and 
judgment—they* are 
not 
asking him to engage in physical 
combat. 
They accepted four 
times at the polls the mind and 
judgment of Franklin D Roose­ 
velt though he was able to walk 
but a few steps and then only 
with the aid of braces. 
KNOWLEDGE is widespread 
of the many persons throughout 
the world active in their profes­ 
sions despite earlier heart at­ 
tacks. 
If Ike consents to run, 
the issue will not be whether he 
could setve out a full term but 
whether there was a chance of 
such signal service to the world 
as would warrant the risk of 
continuing him in the Presi­ 
dency for as .long a time as the 
Lord might spare him. The elec­ 
torate also is well aware that 
Presidents have died in office 
and Vice-Presidents have come 
in to take hold and continue 
their predecessor’s program with­ 
out harm to any vital policy of 
national or international impor­ 
tance. 
As the President’s recovery 
and convalescence recede into 
the background, the sentiment 
to draft Eisenhower to run again 
will come into the foreground.

JOHN MARSHALL'S ANNIVERSARY 
The celebration of the 200th Anniversary 
of the birth of John Marshall (born September 
24, 1755) this year ought to focus attention upon 
the peculiar role which the Supreme Court plays 
in the governmental structure of the United 
States. No other country possesses a similar in­ 
stitution. No court in Great Britain, for instance, 
can declare an act of Parliament unconstitu­ 
tional, although Parliament can and does place 
restraints upon the monarch. 
The nature of the Supreme Court, as defined 
in the Constitution and as it developed over the 
years, is a product of our Federal system and the 
historic tact that each state is sovereign by its 
own right. Former Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes states this in most cogent language: 
. . The proposed Federal government was 
of necessity, iii view of the existence of the 
States and of the sentiment which supported 
them as autonomous within their spheres, to be 
one of limited powers . . .** 
Obviously an arbiter, an umpire, had to be 
established to protect each state in its rights and 
at the same time to prevent the Federal govern­ 
ment from collapsing from want of authority. 
There was great difference of opinion among the 
Founding Fathers as to how much power was to 
be delegated to the Federal government. Those 
who followed the ideas of Alexander Hamilton, 
James Madison and John Jay favored a powerful 
Federal government; those who followed the 
judgment of Thomas Jefferson supported the 
idea of a weak Federal government with consid­ 
erable emphasis on states’ rights. 
Hamilton, in “The Federalist/* described the 


Chinese in an embarrassing spotlight as the 
world s principal unreconstructed aggres­ 
sors. 
To be sure, the Chinese Reds are mak­ 
ing “gestures of good will” by releasing 
American civilians they never should have 
held prisoner in the first place. But they 
have not really altered their basic outlook 
on the Asian situation. 

Unlike the 
Russians facing Western Europe, the Com­ 
munists in China believe they still have a 
military advantage in Asia, at least in lim­ 
ited sectors.

They profess willingness, of course, to 
seek strictly political solutions of their 
claims to Matsu and Quemoy off the Chi­

Hamilton wanted the Court to be more ef­ 
fective and stronger than the Constitution made 
it. That task fell to John Marshall who accom­ 
plished it by a series of fundamental decisions. In 
these days the Supreme Court is extraordinarily 
powerful; it exercises a power over both the 
executive and the legislative branches of gov­ 
ernment by a veto power, not stipulated in the 
Constitution but developed in the decisions of 
John Marshall, the acceptance of which by the 
people has given the Court a moral force of 
extraordinary dimensions. 
John Marshall was the third Chief Justice of 
the United States, the first being John Jay.

WEATHER IN THE MAKING 
Australia is about to launch a series of 
experiments to increase its rainfall. It is 
planning to seed clouds above the water­ 
shed of its giant new Snowy Mountains 
power project with silver iodide. If this 
method works, the economic consequence 
will be that rain can be produced at com­ 
paratively low cost. Preliminary resufts 
will be known in six months. 
Producing rain by cloud-seeding has been 
tried successfully in the United States. But 
heretofore individual clouds were seeded. 
This is impractical for producing rain over 
a large area because the cost of individually 
treating a large number of clouds is too 
high. 
If the Australian method works maybe 
meteorologists will turn their attention to 
making pleasant weather the year round. 
It would be nice if they could find a method 
for sealing up clouds so that rain would 
not fall during weekends. After they learn 
how to make rain, maybe they’ll try to fig­ 
ure out how to produce sunshine. 
On second thought, except for helping 
farmers and industry perhaps it would be 
better if scientists could not churn out 
weather too easily. It’s rather futile to 
argue with nature, but imagine the hulla­ 
baloo if the weatherman were to mix or­ 
ders and give Mrs. Jones the weather or­ 
dered by Mrs. Brown.

GIRL WITH RHEUMATIC HEART DISEASE 
In an extremely encouraging address given by 
Dr. Harold N. Segall of Montreal at the Industrial 
Medicine Conference, entitled Rehabilitation of 
the Cardiac Patient in Industry and in the Home, 
we read that the career of a girl with rheumatic 
heart discase and marked narrowing of one of the 
valves in the heart involves consideration of her 
fitness for marriage and motherhood. The plans 
for life of such a girl are drawn on the assump­ 
tion that she will live the normal span or very 
little less. From the statistics it has been found 
that such young women remain free of symptoms 
of a disabling degree until they reach the early 
thirties. This appears lo be true no matter what 
kind of work they do and not uncommonly good 
tennis players are found among them. Conges­ 
tion of the heart with swelling of tho lower limbs 
tends to appear in the forties or early fifties. 
Modem methods of treatment, especially with the 
drugs which drive excess fluid out of the tissues 
and so reduce swelling, greatly reduce the degree 
of illness and prolong life at this stage which may 
continue well into the sixties or seventies. 
Dr. Segall says that he would give such a girl 
the following advice: “Young lady, one of the 
four valves in your heart is narrowed. This sounds 
very bad but it is not as bad as it sounds. The 
body has wonderful powers of adjustment and 
your body is making the necessary corrective ad­ 
justments. You know this because you now feel 
well. And now is a good time to plan your career 
so as to conserve and prolong this sense of well­ 
being. You will be well advised to marry at a 
young age. close to about 20. Until about 30 or 35 
your strength will be at its best. By having your 
children, usually two, in the first years of mar­ 
riage, you make good use of your best years to 
rear them. Then when they can do things for 
themselves and also for you, the adjustments 
which you may have to make in your thirties, 
because you will tend to feel tired more readily 
than before, can be achieved easily and grace­ 
fully. Moreover, the life of a wife and mother is 
a better one for you than that of a career girl in 
one of the professions or in business. At home 
you can do your work at your own speed and 
take rests whenever you please. At work you must 
punch a clock and conform to rules which arc 
made for stronger members of the group.** 
Although modem surgical techniques on cor­ 
recting defects of the heart valves are becoming 
increasingly successful, Dr. Segall believes that in 
such cases as the above girl. operation might be 
indicated in her early thirties but not until then 
because even in its present form, the operation 
involves no greater risk at between 30 and 35 
than under 30 years of age.

President Eisenhower will he in a position to dominate the Repub­ 
lican convention next year and perhaps handpick the GOP presi­ 
dential nominee, if he so chooses. 
As m atters now stand, a candidate seeking the Republican 
'lomination 
with 
Eisenhower's $ .............................................................. 
opposition would be tilting hope­ 
lessly with windmills. 
But the 
man given the nod by the Presi­ 
dent would have an advantage 
so great that it would appear 
unassailable. 
IN THE W EEKS ahead, as­ 
suming the President has a nor­ 
mal recovery as it appears he 
will, the professional politicians 
will be watching to see: 
1. W hat Eisenhower’s decision 
will be on running again. 
2. If he doesn’t run, whom 
will he support as the man to 
carry on the program he has 
launched 
Eisenhower’s close friends in 
Denver say the best bet is the 
President will finish out his term 
and then retire to his Gettysburg 
farm, m aking himself available 
as an “elder statesm an.’’ 
But some Republican leaders 
still are hopeful the President
